This study is performed on the Naked Island Archipelago in Prince William 
Sound, Alaska. Mink were trapped in conibear traps, contained in plastic tubes to 
reduce the potential for non-target species capture, in addition to being placed in 
locations to further limit non-target capture. These traps are designed to be lethal, 
with an expectation of roughly 100% success. Based on the position of the 
animals in the traps, the success rate was 100%. The mink had been placed in 
Category E to recognize that the traps might not be 100% lethal. 

5. Provide scientific justification why pain and/'or distress could not be relieved. 
State methods or means used to determine that pain and/or distress relief would 
interfere with test results.

The preferred euthanasia techniques are recognized as the “only practical means 
of animal collection” given a study site at which medical care is delayed and 
possibly inaccessible for personnel given accidental exposure to anesthetic 
medication or injury resulting from handling live wildlife (AVMA 2007, ASM 
2000). Other means of euthanasia (chemical and inhalent) are not preferred given 
the difficulty of transporting equipment among the islands in small skiffs and the 
need to minimize contact between wild mink and humans. There is an increased 
potential of hypothermia in mink in the cool coastal climate of Prince William 
Sound because thermoregulation, through drying of fur by vigorous rolling, may 
be compromised or prevented in live-traps.
